Philadelphia.—In this free land the 
pious or the superstitious may worship 
anything or nothing without causing 
comment.

Buddhists might imagine themselves 
back in the land of the lotus.

altars, mother of pearl incense bowls 
are at hand for the faithful, and Bud­ 
dhist deities in various jioses invite 
a continuance of the homage to which 
they were accustomed in the land of 
their origin.

A TEMPLE Of BUDDHA 


ONE RECENTLY TRANSPORTED 


FROM JAPAN. 


Interesting Oriental Place of Worship 


Said to Be the Only One in Amer- 


ica—Has Been Placed in Phil- 


adelphia Park. 


Philadelphia.—In this free land the 


pious or the superstitious may worship 
anything or nothing without causing 
comment. But we have not yet grown 
accustomed to the worship of Bud- 
dha, and the sight of Japanese appeal- 
Ing to the gods of their island home is 
one to cause a national craning of 
necka. The shrine that is the mecca 
for pious orientals Is a temple recent- 
ly set up by Japanese workmen in a 
shady corner of Fairmount park, Phil- 
adelphia. It was never Intended as a 
place of worship, but was set up mere- 
ly as a curiosity for American visitors 
to the park. Just as pious Americans 
In a foreign land, however, would 
avail themselves of the privilege of 
praying and meditating in a Christian 
church, so Japs who live in Philadel- 
phia or who go there on foreign ships, 
seek the favor of their own gods In the 
quaint retreat just erected In Fair- 
mount park. 


The temple Is said to be the only 


one outside of Japan. The Japs are 
Indebted to John H. 
Converse and 


Samuel M. Vauclain for the privilege 
of worshipping Buddha in a 
foreign 


land. Once within the sacred portals 
Buddhists might Imagine themselves 
back In the land of the lotus. 
Wide- 


eyed and gentle 
visaged 
goddesses 


await the coming of 
the 
believer, 


wonderfully carved symbols adorn the 
altars, mother of pearl incense bowls 
are at hand for the faithful, and Bud- 
dhist deities in various poses Invite 
a continuance of the homage to which 
they were accustomed in the land of 
their origin. 
It Is very Interesting, 


very oriental and ancient enough to 
satisfy the most exacting lover of the 
antique. The temple was built more 
than 300 years ago at the village of 
Furlmarhl, province of Hadachl, Ja- 
pan, by Lord Satake Giobu-no-Tayn, of 
the noble Satake family, in memory of 
his father, and for the peaceful rest of 
his departed soul. 
It is two stories 


high and resembles an Indian pagoda 
In Its architectme. There is an out-

side balcony on the second story en- 
circling the structure, which Is 45 
feet high, 30 feet wide and 16 feet In 
depth. 
Its roof Is tiled, as 
are

straw thatched. The chrysanthemum, 
which is the Japanese imperial crest. 
Is seen prominently upon the roof. It 
was allowed to be put there when the 
imperial tablet was conferred 
upon 


the Temple ScionjI. 
The two Deva 


kings, 
Braham and Indra, stand on 


either aide of the gate as guards of 
the temple. 
Fantastic and fabulous 


boasts carved out of wood project 
from every beam and support, corre- 
sponding to the gargoyles of Christian 
ecclesiastical architecture. The old 
bronze bell, which hangs on the bal- 
cony was cast 450 years ago, and was 
used to summon the devout to prayer 


In the Interior of the second floor 


are the shrines and religions treas- 
ures. 
The shrine of the Goddess of 


Mercy stands in the center, guarded 
on each side by two sacred dogs which 
were carved 600 years ago. Hung 
about arc the curious cymbals, gongs, 
bells and drums which are used in the 
religious ceremonies 
On 
the 
wall 


hangs a picture of the liuddhist para- 
dise, painted on silk. Eternal Buddha 
is seou In one corner. 
The mural 


paintings are by the best artists of the 
time, and the design is different 
in 


each panel 


Among the regular visitors to the 


temple are members of the Japanese 
colony at the University of Pennsjl- 
vanla. 
One student, a devout wor- 


shipper of Buddha, is almost a dally 
visitor to the shrine In the park. He 
Is always alone, and is very careful to 
see that no mocking freshman or soph- 
omore follows him to the scene of his 
devotion. 
Only the flesh and blood 


guardians of the temple and Brahma, 
the tierce-looking image who eternal- 
ly scowls at the visitors, see the little 
student burn Incense to the gods of 
his homeland. 


Chain-Making Machine. 


Lelong, a Belgian inventor, has'de- 


vised what Is said to be the first suc- 
cessful apparatus with which, by the 
use of but one furnace and one ma- 
chine, a continuous chain may be made 
and completely finished. The iron Is 
fed into the machine in the shape of 
straight rods, and comes out a complete 
chain. Chains of any size may thus 
be made, from the smallest "tackles" 
up to huge chains used In the navy.

Bro. Oliver was at his best at the 


Tuesday night service, and his sermon 
was one of the best that we have ever 
heard in Ada. His text, "And the Lord 
said unto Noah, 'Come thou and all thy 
family into the ark' " is found in Gen., 
vii, 1. 


Mr. Oliver began by reviewing the 


results of scientific investigation as to 
the age of the earth and the date of 
the creation. 
He concluded this by 


saying that no two scientists agree 
upon the age of the earth. The esti- 
mates vary from a few thousands to 
many hundreds of millions of years. 
We must, therefore, reach tfce inevita- 
ble conclusion that we 
only know 


that man was created and not when. 


Mr. Oliver grave a brief review of 


man's history from the day of his cre- 
ation to his destruction by the flood. 
The basic thought of the sermon was 
that as God called Noah into the ark 
before the great flood, He is now call- 
ing all into the ark of salvation. 


"People made fun of Noah when he 


responded to the command of his God 
to 
build 
an ark. Perhaps 
his 


family was snubbed by the social lead- 
ers of his neighborhood. People called 
him an old stogy, and mocked and 
scoffed at him. But Noah said, 'God 
will send plenty of water.' He will 
always flood the soul when his children 
obey his commands. You will not get 
a blessing while you are playing the 
hypocrit." Mr. Oliver quit his line of 
thought just here long enough to con- 
demn hypocracy in the local church. 
He said that those who drive to Byrd'a 
mill or any other mill on Sunday ought 
to be turned out of the churches. ' 'There 
are hypocnts right here in Ada who 
are dragging men and women to hell." 
Mr. Oliver asked, "Are you fulfilling 
the command God has made of you?" 


"Just as the people were indifferent 


and reveling in sin while Noah was 
building the ark, people are today 
turning an indifferent ear to the warn- 
ing that God will again destroy this old 
world and all with it who do not take 
heed now and make their eternity se- 
cure in the ark of the blood of Jesus 
Christ." 


Mr. Oliver attacked the theory of the 


Universahsts, who say that God is too 
good to punish his people. "The same 
devil who told Eve to eut of the for- 
bidden fruit, that no harm would come 
to her, tell the Umversahsts that God 
is too good to punish those who disobey 
Him."

States attorney's office at this place 
haa > determined to get after the uno,

longhorn and such other malt 


drinks in a vigorous manner, and to 
suppress, if possible, the traffic of such 
drinks -in the Northern district, and 
accordingly the following notice has 
been given the public: 
"To the Public: 


' 'The following is a copy of a letter 


received by me from the attorney gen- 
eral of the United States with refer- 
ence to the enforcement of the liquor 
law in the Northern district: 


" 'The department of justice has re- 


ceived a number of communications, 
including copies of newspapers pub- 
lished within Indian Territory, bearing 
upon the subject of the illegal liquor 
| traffic in the territory. In the Sapulpa 
I Light, July 20, 1906, a copy of which 
was received this morning, it is stated 
that one of the largest firms in Texas 
has located a branch at Sapulpa this 
week. This will be the headquarters 
or distributing point for all towns 
around, including Okmulgee on the 
south, Tulsa to Vinita east, and west 
into Oklahoma. The 
goods handled 


will be the famous longhorn, a drink 
that is said to eclipse the efforts of 
uno and ino. The article further states 


' Ardmore, Muskogee and South Mc- 
| Alester are three other distributing 
points in the territory. 


' 'Apparently parties interested in the 


sale of liquor in Indian Territory are 
pushing their business energetically, 
upon the supposition "that, with state- 
hood close at hand, the government 
will relax its efforts to suppress the 
sale of intoxicants in the territory. 
There is no reason why the government 
should do this. So long as the United 
States officials within Indian Territory 
are charged with the execution of the 
laws governing the sale 
of 
liquor 


within its boundaries, just so long it is 
their duty to use their best efforts to 
see that the provisions of that law are 
carried out. 
" 'The department of justice wishes 


this to be done, and you are directed, 
so long as present conditions exist, to 
spare no effort to see that the law in 
relation to the sale of liquor within the 
boundaries of your district are vigor- 
ously executed. 
" 'Copies of this letter, and letters 


similar, have been sent to the United 
States marshals for this district and to 
the marshals and attorneys of all other 
districts in Indian Territory.' 


"The following is my letter in reply 


to the one from the attorney general: 


'•Replying to your letter of July 27, 


1906, I have to say, that so far as the 
force in my officr 
1 is concerned with 


reference to the enforcement of the 
liquor law in the Northern district of 
Indian Territory, we shall certainly be 
just as /eulous in the enforcement of 
this law as if no rjc-'nt legislation had 
b?in had, and will do everything we 
can to convict parties violating the 
Ji |u.'i law. 


"In addition permit me to say that I 


shall use every moans in my power to 
enforce the law and carry out the in- 
s»ruetion-! of the attorney general.

Frantz Promises 
to Put the 


Lid on in Oklahoma. 


Guthrie, Ok., Aug. 7. —Gov. Frank 


Frantz has decided to emulate Govs. 
Hoch, of Kansas, and Folk, of Mis- 
souri, in putting on a state "lid." 
When recently a party of local temper- 
ance workers called on the Oklahoma 
Rough Rider executive, in reply to a 
querry from Rev. C. C. Brannon, the 
preacher politician of Guthrie and a 
member of the Oklahoma Anti-Saloon 
League, the governor said that he 
would instruct the attorney general to 
prosecute all persons 
violating the 


liquor laws if evidence of violation 
could be laid before him. It is com- 
plained by members of the Anti-Saloon 
League that in several counties, es- 
pecially in Oklahoma City, municipal 
and county officials have refused to 
enforce the "lid" laws. 


The attorneys for the Anti-Saloon 


League, during a recent 
conference 


here, made the statement that the 
governor is all powerful under the Ok- 
lahoma laws to enforce the "lid," and 
it was after this meeting that they 
called on the governor and asked him 
to aid them, and he promised them that 
he would. The law allows the gov- 
ernor to send the attorney general and 
his assistants, and, if necessary, to em- 
ploy additional counsel to conduct pros- 
ecutions.

Is supported by eight 
huge statues, each of which Is a repre- 
sentation of King Azr SIras. 
It is 


150 feet broad and 40 feet high. Near 
the door is a statue of the sun ^od, 
Re or Phre. to whom the temple Is ded- 
icated. Outside the entrance are four 
colossal statues of Rameses II. 
Each 


one of these Is 72 feet high. 
One of 


the statues Is minus the upper part of 
the body and the others 
have been 


chipped off considerably. 


Philadelphia.—In this free land the 


pious or the superstitious may worship 
anything or nothing without causing 
comment. But we have not yet grown 
accustomed to the worship of Bud- 
dha, and the sight of Japanese appeal- 
Ing to the gods of their island home is 
one to cause a national craning of 
necks. The shrine that is the mecca 
for pious orientals is a temple recent- 
ly set up by Japanese workmen in a 
shady corner of Fairmount park, Phil- 
adelphia. It was never Intended as a 
place of worship, but was set up mere- 
ly as a curiosity for American visitors 
to the park. Just as pious Americans 
In a foreign land, however, would 
avail themselves of the privilege of 
praying and meditating in a Christian 
church, so Japs who live In Philadel- 
phia or who go there on foreign ships, 
seek the favor of their own gods In the 
quaint retreat Just erected in Fair- 
mount park. 


The temple Is said to be the only 


one outside of Japan. The Japs are 
Indebted to John H. 
Converse and 


Samuel M. Vauclaln for the privilege 
of worshipping Buddha in a 
foreign 


land. Once within the sacred portals 
Buddhists might Imagine themselves 
back In the land of the lotus. Wide-
